The federal Housing ; administra- 
tion, in co-operation with other gov- 
ernment agencies, is taking steps to 
minimize the effects of a fuel short- 
age next winter even more serious 
than any we have yet experienced, ac- 
cording to Ed. F. Vos of the Antioch 
Lumber and Coal company. 

"The government is so conscious 
of the need to conserve fuel," says 
Vos, whose firm is local headquarters 
for Johns-Manville building materials 
and rock wool insulation, "that FHA 
is sponsoring an extensive campaign 
to 'Prepare Homes Now for Next Win- 
ter' and is implementing the idea in 
a practical manner.

Ruling by Judge Dady Seta 
Aside Plea of Town Col- 
lectors for Books 



Tax books of Lake county will bo 
ready for delivery to the county 
treasurer, Gustaf H. Fredbeck, by 
June 1, it is announced by Deputy 
County Clerk Walter J. Smith. 

Delivery of the books to the treas- 
urer's office instead of to the town 
collectors, as is the usual custom, is 
being made in accordance with a nil* 
ing of Circuit Judge Ralph J. Dady. 
A suit was filed recently by 10 of 
the 14 town collectors, asking that 
County Clerk Jay B. Morse be en- 
joined from turning over the tax 
books to the county treasurer, and 
that instead they be turned oyer to 
the town collectors in order that they 
might collect the first installment of 
real and personal > property ' taxes in 
Lake county this year. 

The suit also asked that the col- 
lectors be permitted to collect tho 
taxes as listed in the books without 
penalty for a period of 30 days. 
To Abide by Decision 
In Circuit court Tuesday, however, 
Judge Dady ruled against this suit. 
The collectors, with insufficient time 
left to appeal to a higher court, have 
announced that they will abide by 
decision, which will deprivethem of 
fees ranging from $750 to more than 
$1,500 this year. Several of the col- 
lectors are said to depend on this in- 
come for their livelihood. 

The county treasurer's office will 
not, it is believed, be fully prepared 
for the huge task of collecting all tho 
taxes. In order to reduce the burden 
as much as possible, tax payers are 
being requested to pay their entire, 
year's taxes at one time if they aro 
in a position to do so. 

May Work Hardships 
Collection of all taxes at the county 
ty seat is also expected to work soma 
hardship on those who live in the 
sections of the county which are soma 
distance from Waukegan and who' 
prefer to pay their taxes in person— 
particularly in these days of gasoline 
rationing. 

At least 15 days after receiving the 
books will be needed for preparing 
the individual tax bills, Fredbeck. es- 
timates. He expects, however, that 
they will be in the mail by June 15. 
The one per cent penalty for non- 
payment of taxes under the first in- 
stallment will be made effective Au- 
gust 15, in accordance with a ruling 
by George F. Barrett, attorney gen- 
eral. 

The delay in compiling assessments 
and preparing tax bills was caused by 
litigation at the state capital in 
Springfield with regard to the right 
of the state revenue department to 
fix railroad and capital stock assess- 
ments in each county.
